nished by the state bureau of statis­ 
tics. 
On the face of these figures Rush 
county is one of 
four in the 
state 
which will raise this year ov er four 
million bushels of corn. Rush coun­ 
ty rank s third in Indiana with an es­ 
timated yield of 4,111,000 bushels. 
Montgomery county is first with an 
estimated crop of 4,390,000 bushels. 
Madison county is second withT4,- 
184.000. 
Tippecanoe 
county 
is 
fourth with 4,051,000 bushels. 
But while Rush county is high on 
corn, she raqk s low’ in the state on 
other crops. 
Her 
estimated 
wheat 
crop is only 370,000 bushels, where- 
as the high yield is believ ed to be in 
Bartholomew’ county, where the es­ 
timate is 
679,000 
bushels. 
Rush 
county’s 
crop of rye is 
placed at 
30,000 bushels and oats at 177,000. 
Many counties hav e yields of ov er 
1.000.000 bushels of oats and 100,- 
000 bushels of rye. 
Rush county’s 
crop of hay is estimated at 34.000 
tons but Allen county will yield 111,- 
000 tons and sev eral others 
are 
abov e 50,000. 
In summarizing the crop situation 
in Indiana, the field agent says: 
The past month has not been 
all 
that was desired by the farmers, but 
tak ing ev erything into consideration, 
there really should be little com­ 
plaint. 
It was almost ideal for the 
harv est; 
wheat, rye and oats were 
out and threshed under the most 
fav orable conditions. 
Hay, too, w as 
put away in fine shape. 
Generally 
speak ing, the wheat will easily grade 
No. 2. 
The oats are light, but the 
hay crop is the largest in years. 
The 
sev ere 
drought 
prev ailing 
throughout the month has done some 
damage to the corn, but tak ing the 
crop as a wdiole, it was more bene­ 
fited than damaged. 
Showers hav e 
occurred since the first of August in 
the sections where most needed and 
nowT there seems to be no immediate 
danger of extensiv e damage. 
Buck wheat is not one of the prin­ 
cipal crops of the State, but it may 
be interesting to note that a consid­ 
erably larger acreage is out this year 
with a v ery good stand and promis­ 
ing good returns.

Practically all 
v egetable 
crops 
suffered from the extreme heat, but 
excessiv e damage was not reported 
from any particular locality. 
The fruit .crops are not as good 
as last year. 
This is principally due 
to unseasonable weather in the early 
part of the season. 
The melon crop has made wonder­ 
ful progress during the month, the 
hot, dry weather being just 
what 
was needed. Conditions in the melon 
district are 
exceptionally 
good at 
present. 
Tobacco has made good progress, 
but the showers since the first of the 
month 
were needed. 
Probably 
the 
largest crop in sev eral years will be 
produced if there is no insect dam­ 
a g e*

June 18 called out the mobile armB of 
the national guard for federal service. 
He did not call them out at their 
existing peace strength, but at war 
strength, which is practically double. 
Lacking a system of reserves, the na­ 
tional guard organizations immediate­ 
ly had to start a campaign of recruit­ 
ing to bring about the desired increase 
in their numbers. 
Patriotic young citizens under the 
urge of the cry, “Your country needs 
you!” volunteered for service in grat­ 
ifying numbers. According to Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of the senate 
committee 011 military affairs, the re­ 
sult is that about 135,000 citizen sol­ 
diers have been mustered into the fed­ 
eral service and are now on the Mex­ 
ican border or in camp in their home 
states. 
There may be more, but the 
administration refuses to make known 
the exact figures. 
The movement is posting the public 
treasury many millions of dollars; it 
is costing the Individual citizen soldiers 
many millions more. They went to the 
front believing the cry, “Your country 
needs you,” for war service. They sac­ 
rificed advancement in their civil occu­ 
pations, severed home ties, suffered in 
thousands of instances great financial 
loss. 
The less patriotic, who did not 
believe the ery or, believing, declined 
to make sacrifices, fatten at home 011 
these losses. 
The real purposes of the call are 
slowly developing. 
They are two in 
number: 
First.—A patrol of the border to do 
the work which President Wilson’s 
friend, Carranza, finds it impossible to 
do. 
Because the recognized govern 
mcnt in Mexico Is too ineffective to 
keep its own citizens in check and pre 
vent them murdering Americans on 
American soil the American govern 
ment undertakes the costly task of 
doing that work for them. 
The mur­ 
der of American citizens on Mexican 
soil is another matter. Carranza may 
go as far as he likes in tbat.direction. 
Second.—A purpose of the mobiliza 
tion on the bonier and in the camps 
is to train citizens to perform effective 
military service. Tim regular military 
establishment of the nation is man! 
festly too small "or the actual military 
needs. 
To this extent the cry, “Your 
country needs you,” was correct. 
But these facts were not made clear 
when the call was issued. 
The idea 
was promulgated that men were need 
ed for actual war service, not for mill 
tary training. Deceit tvas practiced. 
Opposing in the open legislation for 
universal military service, the admin 
Istration by Its acts has established 
what in essence is a system of com 
pulsory military service. 
It is a sys 
tern all the more vicious because it 
operates only against the patriotic 
whereas a legalized universal training 
system equalizes the burden of mili­ 
tary service among all men and all 
classes of men. 
When in 1914 Europe plunged Into 
the greatest war of all history and con­ 
ditions in Mexico grew intolerable in 
telligent men realized the fact that it 
was incumbent on this nation to build 
up Its tiny regular army and put Its 
other military resources in condition 
for use. 
National safety demanded 
this. 
And yet in December of that 
year, four months after the European 
war began, President Wilson went be­ 
fore congress and declared that all 
agitation 
for military preparedness 
was hysterical; that we were ade­ 
quately prepared. 
After 
awhile 
the 
administration 
changed its mind and professed to be 
lieve in the necessity for preparedness. 
First came an enactment to increase 
the regular army by 20,000. 
But the 
body of tbe country, and even all 
parts of the Democratic administra­ 
tion, could net change front so quickly 
as the head. Recruiting for the regu­ 
lar army lagged. 
Not yet have the 
20,000 been secured. 
The need pressed. 
A new national 
defense act, providing for still more 
men in the regular army, was enacted. 
But still the men were not forthcom­ 
ing. 
Suddenly and without warning the 
administration Issued its call for mo­ 
bilization of the citizen soldiers. 
It 
seemed still obsessed with the Bryan 
notion that an army could be created 
by presidential ukase. 
When the call went out the govern­ 
ment did not own enough uniforms, 
shoes, socks, blankets, hats, wagons, 
trucks, horses, mules and other things 
essential to equip the men called. 
It 
had made no provision for transport­ 
ing the troops called to the points 
where they were required. 
Who suffered most by this amazing 
lack of foresight, this leaping before 
looking? 
Only the 135,000 patriots who be­ 
lieved that their country needed them 
for national defense; only the men 
who are making the great sacrifices. 
The whole disgraceful story may be 
summed up in the phrase, the admin­ 
istration has penalized patriotism. 
1 Trie, It is accumulating by subter­ 
fuge a reserve of trained soldiers, but 
events have demonstrated that it cried 
“w olf’ 
when

CAN OF CORN 27 YEARS OLD. 


And It's Still Good,-'Says Food Com* 
missioner. 
Indianapolis, Ind.—Stories are pub­ 
lished frequently regarding vegetables 
and fruits that have beeu canned rnnuy 
years. Some persons have an idea that 
,fruit and vegetables lose in wholesome­ 
ness after being in cans for a long 
time. This idea, however, seems to be 
a fallacy^ according to an analysis re­ 
cently made by H. E. Barnard, state 
food and drug commissioner, who ex­ 
amined a tweuty-seveu-year-old can of 
corn. 
The can of corn was submitted to 
Mr. Barnard by the Indiana Wholesale 
Grocers’ association, and no doubt ex­ 
ists as to the age of the corn. 
Mr. 
Barnard reported to the association 
that the corn was found in good condi­ 
tion “in regard to color, consistency 
and flavor.” 
The interior of the can 
was bright. “Our investigation of this 
can of corn,” Mr. Barnard reports, “is 
additional evidence that properly can­ 
ned goods will keep indefinitely with 
110 deterioration so far as food value is 
concerned and with little or no change 
in palatability.” 


MOTHER IS 89, DAUGHTER 70. 


Five Generations Honor Woman Who 
Crossed Land In Oxcart. 
lone, Colo. — Eighty-nine candles, 
which covered a delicious birthday 
cake and marked the age of the oldest 
pioneer resident in lone, were blown 
out by Mrs. I. B. Gregory as she was 
surrounded by her fam ilyr of some 
thirty-four members, five generations 
being represented. 
Mrs. Gregory was born near Spring­ 
field, 111., March 8, 1827. 
Together 
with her husband and one child she 
endured the hardships of crossing the 
plains in 1853 in a covered wagon 
drawn by an ox team.

It is important, there­ 
fore, that farmers know the quality 
of the crimson clover seed they in­ 
tend to sow\ 
Every lot of seed should be tested 
for germination, 
and then 
seeded 
heavily enough to insure getting a 
stand. If the present Supply of seed 
of low germination is sowed without 
testing, and at the 
usual 
rate of 
seeding, poor stands and 
failures 
will follow even 
under 
favorable 
weather conditions.

PENAtlZED PATRIOTISM, 


"Having In view the r possibility of 


further aggression, upon the territory 
of the United States from' Mexico and 
the necessity for the proper protection 
of that frontier," President Wilson on 
June 18 called out the mobile, arms of 
&ie "national guard for federal service. 
. He did not call 'them out at their 
existing peace _ strength, but at 'war 
strength, which Is practically double. 
Lacking a system of reserves, the na- 
tional guard organizations Immediate^ 
ly had to start a campaign of recruit- 
ing: to bring about the desired Increase 
In their numbers. 


Patriotic young citizens under the 


urge of i the cry, "Your country needs 
your volunteered for service In grat- 
ifying numbers. According to Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of the senate 
committee on military affairs, -the- re- 
'snlt Is that about 135,000 dtlzeit sol- 
diers have been mustered Into the fed- 
eral service and are how on the Mex- 
ican borfler or In camp in' their home 
states... There may be more, but the 
administration refuses, to make known 
the exact figures. 


The movement Is costing the public 


treasury ""many millions of dollars; it 
Is costing the Individual citizen, soldiers 
many millions more. They, went to the 
front believing tlie c^y] ''Tour country 
needs you," for war service.-: They'sac- 
rlficed advancement in their civil" occu- 
pations, severed home 'ties,1 suffered in 
thousands of Instances great financial 
loss. The less patriotic, who: did- not 
believe the ery or, believing, declined 
to make sacrifices, fatten at home .on 
these losses. 


The real purposes of the call are 


slowly developing. They, are two In 
number: 


First— A patrol of the border to do 


the work which President Wilson's 
friend, Carranza, finds it impossible to 
do. Because the recognized' govern- 
ment In Mexico is' too ineffective to 
keep-its own citizens in .check; and pre- 
vent them murdering Americans on 
American soil the American govern- 
ment undertakes the costly task of 
doing that -work for them.' , The' mur- 
der of American .citizens oa Mexican 
soil is another matter. Carranza may' 
go as far as he likes in that .direction. 


Second.— A purpose of the mobiliza- 


tion on the border and in ,the_camps 
Is to train citizens to perform effective 
military service. Tho regular military 
establishment o'f the nation Is mani- 
festly too small for the actual military 
needs. To this extent the cry,. "Your 
country needs you," was correct , 


But these facts were not made clear 


when the call was- Issued. The idea 
was promulgated that men were need- 
ed for actual war service, not for mili- 
tary training. Deceit was practiced. 


Opposing in the open legislation for 


universal military service, the admin- 
istration by its acts has established 
what In essence Is a system of com- 
pulsory military service. It Is a sys- 
tem all the • more vicious because It 
operates only against the patriotic, 
whereas a legalized universal training 
system equalizes the burden of mili- 
tary service among all men and all 
classes of men. 


When in 1914 Europe plunged Into 


the greatest war of all history and con- 
ditions in Mexico grew intolerable In- 
telligent men realized the^fact that it 
was Incumbent on this nation to build 
up its tiny regular army and put its 
other military resources .in condition 
for use. National safety demanded 
this. And yet In December of that 
year, four months after the European 
war began, President Wilson went be- 
fore congress and declared that all 
agitation for military preparedness 
was hysterical; 'that we were, ade- 
"ijuately prepared. 


"After ' awhile the administration 
changed its mind and professed to be- 
lieve In the necessity for preparedness. 
First came an enactment to increase 
the regular army by, 20,000. But the 
body of the country, and even all 
parts of the Democratic administra- 
tion, could not change front so" quickly 
as the head. Recruiting for the regu- 
lar army lagged. Not yet have the 
20,000 been secured. , _ „

The need pressed. ,A new national 


defense act, providlng/for still nore 
men In the regular anny(4_was enacted. 
But still the men were not forthcom- 
ing. 


Suddenly and without warning the 


administration issued its call for mo- 
bilization of the citizen "soldiers. It 
seemed still obsessed with the Bryan 
notion that an army could be created 
by presidential ukase. ; 


When the call went out the govern- 


ment did not own enough uniforms, 
shoes, socks, blankets, hats, wagons, 
trucks, hopes, mules and other, things 
essential to equip the. men called. It 
had made no -provision for transport- 
ing the troops called to the points 
where they were required. '
